Jan. 10.— Deiplta the 
fact that there was a disposition In cer- 
tain quarters to ign.>re "the inatigura- 
tion of Governor Bushnell, and that the 
weather wvs not as propitious as could 
be desired, the affair waa a success be- 
yond tbe most sanguine expectations. 
It could hardly have been a greater suc- 
cess even bad not tbe late unpleasaui- 
asss arisen. 

In point of numbers It is doubtful 
whether It was not larger because of 
the senatorial muddle, many people 
having taken advantage of the cheap 
railroad rates to come here to see how 
matters^re progressing, and of course 
they cdPd not very well resist the 
temptation to witness the inauguration. 

Columbus people wanted a crowd, and 
they got It. Local pride and business 
nterests prompted tbem. Tbey left no 
stone unturned to fully gratify their 
desires, and tCie events of the day 
proved that they did not labor In vain. 

There is no d-jubt that sume pe.ipK' 
who would have attended the inaugura- 
tion under ordinary circumrtances re 
mained away bei.iuse they were no 
pleased with Governor Bushnell's atti- 
tude in the senatorial fight, but their 
places wsre'more than filled by those 
who came because the senatorial fight 
exi.sts. 

So that, after all, Columbus has lost 
nothing. She has really gained by the 
factional fight which has sprung up in 
the Republican party. However, th( 
fight is not pointed to with pride by the 
Columbus citizens.
